Claims 1-5, and 11-14, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hammond et al (US 2003/0013323 Al). 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 07-27-04, and as stated 

below. 

Applicant argues that Hammond et al does not teach vertically isolating the strained 
silicon layer from the substrate by undercutting, and that there is no vertical isolation. However, 
Hammond et al discloses vertically isolating the strained silicon layer 20 from the substrate 12 
by undercutting with isolation SiGe regions 32, which undercut and extend partially under 
strained silicon layer 20, as shown in Figure 5, and as disclosed in Paragraph 0024. Isolation 32 
is horizontal, and undercuts and extends partially under strained silicon layer 20, as isolation 
136, shown in Figure IF of the present invention. Hammond et al discloses as well, forming 
isolated substrate islands by undercutting a portion of the substrate (Figures 5 and 6). 

Claims 6-10, 15-25, and 36-41, are allowed.
